FTEN enough a great operatic 
singer may succeed as a concert 
singer, but less frequently does a 

concert singer succeed well on the operatic 
stage and rarely indeed, so rapidly as in 
the case of Mme. Grace Whistler, who 
has been enjoying one triumph after 
another. 


Before going to Europe to sing in con- 
cert and prepare for an operatic career, 
Mme. Whistler had made for herself a 
splendid reputation as a concert artist 
throughout America, having sung in 
nearly every city from Maine to the Pa- 
cific coast and back again, with tremend- 
ous success everywhere. 


Mme. Whistler has appeared in opera 
in England, France and Italy. Mascagni, 
himself, selected her as prima donna con- 
tralto for his production of ‘“Ysabeau.’ 
Her voice is a dramatic contralto of re- 
markable range, extending from low G 
to high C, and of brilliant and ringing 
quality throughout. 


She has had the association of the great- 
est teachers of voice in the world, such as 
Jean de Reszke and Della Sedie of Paris, 
Sabatinni of Milan, Alberto Randegger 
of London, the acknowledged authority 
in Oratorio.
